They already are at work on a def­ 
inite program of interpretive reser­ 
vations which they declare they have 
reason to believe will be accepted by 
the administration. 
The a d m in istra­ 
tion leaders, however, unwilling to 
concede that any reservations will 
be necessary, still insist they will 
have the votes when the time comes 
to ratify the covenant as it Is. 
So confident are the league Re­ 
publicans of the success of th eir plan 
that some of them believe President 
Wilson will publicly 
accept 
It 
to 
smooth the way to acceptance of the 
league. 


Wilson May Yield 


Some 
Republican 
senators 
who 
have seen the President in the last 
few days have come away from the 
White House w ith the impression that 
Mr. Wilson might not be adverse to 
such interpretatio ns as would leave 
the league fabric unimpaired. 
They 
say, however, that this Impression 
is not based tm any direct statement 
by the President. 
Mr. T a f t ’s suggestion, which cre­ 
ated a sensation in the senate be­ 
cause of his well known advocacy of 
unreserved ratification, was em bod - 
led in two letters to Will H. Hays, 
the Republican 
national chairman, 
copies of which reached some Repub­ 
lican senators today. 
They touched 
upon many features of the treaty 
controversy 
and 
emphasized 
the 
former Presid ent’s belief that only 
by acceptance of some reservations 
could the treuty he ratified. 


Six Proposals 


Six specific interpretation propos­ 
als are outlined which Mr. Taft says 
he Is convinced will meet the objec­ 
tions of a la r g e group of Republicans 
who favor a league. 
He counts 45 
Democratic senators us supporting 
the President in the treaty fight and 
says that should three Republicans 
be committed to vote against m a te r ­ 
ial am endm ents no such proposals 
could receive a senate majority.

the g o v e r n e d colonies 
and dominions could not be repre­ 
sented on the league council at the 
same time with th e moth er govern­ 
ment, or be included in any of those 
clauses where the parties to the dis-| 
pute are excluded from 
its 
se ttle­ 
ment. 
3— That 
the functioning of the 
council under Article X shall be a d ­ 
visory only and that each member 
shall be left free to determin e ques­ 
tion of war in Its own way, th e de­ 
cision of the United States resting 
w ith congress. 
4— That differences between the 
nations regarding immigration, the 
tariff and othe r questions shall be 
left to the league for settlement. 
5— That the Momoe Doctrine is 
to be reserved for adm inistration by 
the United States. 
5— That the United States reoerve* 
the right to withdraw uncondition­ 
ally at the end of IO years 
or

least to term inate then her obliga­ 
tions, under Article X.

The most marvelous wood workman 
In the world Is Hanariutun Mnsakichi 
of Toklo, Japan, who lins carved a fig 
ure In worn I so like himself that when 
the two are placed side by side It Is 
said to he almost Impossible to tell 
which lives and breathes and which 
does not. By several connoisseurs In 
art this wooden figure has beni pro­ 
nounced the most perfect and human 
Image of man ever made. Masakicld 
has faithfully reproduced every scar. 
vein and wrinkle to he seen on hi-* 
body. 
The 
figure Is 
composed of 
2,000 pieces of wood dovetailed and 
Jointed with such skill that no seams 
call be detected. 
Tiny holes were drilled for the re­ 
ception of hairs, and the wooden fig­ 
ure has glass eyes and eyelashes in 
which no dissimilarity to Masuklcld's 
own can he detected. 
The Japanese artist posed between

H ie crab’s equivalent to the Internal 
bones of animals Is Its tough outer 
shell, which does not grow.
